The meat shortage in St. Louis 
reached its most acute stage to- 
day, and, in view of Government 
plans to cut the nation’s meat sup- 
plies by 12 per cent, starting April 
1, local observers said no mate- 
rial relief could be expected be- 


fore next fall. 

Government officials in Wash- 
ington said civilians could expect 
ever-tightening controls over 
manpower, food and other supplies 
as the war's final stages come 


nearer. Supplies of tires ana shoe 
leather are being cut, and moves 
to retain more young, irreplace- 
able men in key industries 
prompted Selective Service to 
warn that more men above the 
age of 30 will be inducted. 

“The people at home are facing 
the tightest all-around supply situ- 
ation of the war,” one high source 
in Washington commented, “and 
it is going to get worse before it 
gets better.” 3 

Referring to the meat situation 
in St. Louis, Floyd H. Tuchscher, 
district representative of the War 
Food Administration, declared, 
“there is not likely to be any real 
relief before the next fall’s season- 
al increase in marketing of meat 
animals.” 

Meat Situation “Desperate.” 

The local meat situation was de- 
scribed as “desperate” by A. H. 
Marienfeld, secretary of the St. 
Louls Retail Meat Dealers’ Asso- 
ciation, which supplies restaurants, 
hotels, hospitals and other institu- 
tions. He said the supply of meat 
available for hotels was only 50 
per cent of normal, and predicted 
that some smal] packing houses 
might be forced to go out of busi- 
mess unless Government orders 
tided them over.

(AP).—A man who is a fugitive 
from German authority because 
he was implicated in the July 20 
bombing attempt on Adolf Hitler's 
life has told me that the Fuehrer, 
fully aware that the war is lost, 
now peps himself up from time to 
time watching movies showing 
the purging of general and nobles 
who died for their part in the 
plot. 

My informant, who gave a com- 
plete story on the bomb plot, is a 
man I have known for years and 
in whose integrity and veracity I 
have a firm belief. 


This man, because he has been 
hunted, has not seen his home 
since July and has changed sleep- 
ing quarters constantly to avoid 
detection. He desires even now, 


numerous relatives

Here is his story: 
The bomb attempt failed be- 
cause Hitler did not receive his 
officers in a concrete bunker, but 
in a wooden shed to show Benito 
Mussolini and high Italians he 
was not afraid of air raids. The 
Italians were scheduled to attend 
a ceremony incorporating rem- 
nants of the Fascist Army into 
the Wehrmacht, 

The bomb’s effectiveness had 
been calculated on the assumption 
that the explosion would occur in 
a much smaller room than where 
Hitler at this time sat. The bunk- 
er, with concrete walls, was to 
heighten the impact of the blast. 
Secondly, it failed because at 
the moment of the explosion, Hit- 
ler stepped to a cupboard to look 
for a magnifying glass.

BYRNES SAYS tit

Asserts He Is Surprised} 


at LaGuardia’s Action 
— Midnight Closing 
Still in Effect. 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP). 
—James F. Byrnes announced to- 
day continuation of the midnight 
curfew for America’s entertain- 
ment spots, but plainly indicated 
he could not force New York City 
to comply. 

The Government, said the direc- 
tor of war mobilization, has no in- 
tention of withdrawing its request 
for the curfew as a means of sav- 
ing cial, manpower. and transpor- 
tation. 

But Byrnes said the government 
has no police force to discover lo- 
cal violations and will not create 
one. He said a “controversial” en- 
forcement” in New York without 
support of local officials “would 
be impossible” and would divert 
from the war effort. 

Cites F. D. R.’s Approval, 

Reviewing with President Roose- 
velt’s “full approval” his appeal 
for co-operation on the curfew and 
other conservation measure, at 
least until Germany's defeat, 
Byrnes said these must apply uni- 
formly throughout the country 
and added: 

“We can not set one standard 
for New York City and another 
standard for the rest of the coun- 
try.” 

Byrnes said he was “surprised” 
at Mayor Fiorello La Guardia’s ac- 
tion in announcing New York City 
night spots could operate until 
1 a. m, 

Saying there have been no 
changes in the conditions which 
led to imposing the curfew, Byrnes 
added: 

“It was one of a series of con- 
servation measures designed to 
save coal, man power and trans- 
portation at a crucial period in the 
war.” 

Byrnes said he still asked for 
“full co-operation of all local of- 
ficials, and of the public, in sup- 
port of this request.”

GUAM, March 19 (AP).—Hun-

Adm, Chester W. Nimitz re- 
ported in a brief communique 
that a large carrier force bombed 
Kyushu, southernmost of the em- 
pire’s home islands, Sunday.

The Tokyo radio, however, said 
1400 carrier planes struck Kyushu 
both Sunday and Monday. The 
Japanese news agency Domei re- 
ported that Shikoku Island, im- 
mediately northeast of Kyushu, 
and southern Honshu also were 
bombed. 

The B-29s, paying a pre-dawn 
return visit to Nagoya today to 
finish up the destruction started 
just a week ago, loosed 2500 or 
more tons of incendiaries on 
Japan’s third largest city and 
principal “aigline ‘manufacturing 
center, 

“We burned hell out of Nagoya,” 
reported Col. Carl R. Storrie, Den- 
ton, Tex., who spent 30 minutes 
over the highly important indus- 
trial city of 1,500,000. He also was 
on last Monday’s 2000-ton raid, 
which burned out two square 
miles of Nagoya. 

Pin-points of fire dotted pre- 
cisely over Nagoya were “spread- 
ing and merging into a solid mass 
of flame that pretty well covered 
the whole target area,” pilots 
said. Several reported great ex- 
plosions. ° 

In Washington, a Twentieth 
Air Force headquarters com- 
munique described the results as 
ranging from good to excellent. 

Opposition from Japanese fight- 
er planes was “meager and inef- 
fective” the communique said, al- 
though antiaircraft fire was 
heavier than in the attack on 
Nagoya eight days ago. None of 
the B-29s was lost as the result 
of enemy action. Domei said four 
Superforts were shot down and 
80 damaged. 

A Japanese communique ad- 
fnitted that the Superforts caused 
“considerable damage” and said 
the planes were over the city 
three hours, It did not claim that 
fires had been brought under con- 
trol. Earlier, Domei had _ said 
fires were controlled after 5% 
hours.

‘Hardest, Slowest Going 
Since Normandy,’ Offi- 
cer Says—Collapse of 
Remagen Bridge Adds 
to Troubles.

WITH UNITED STATES FIRST 
ARMY EAST OF THE RHINE, 
March 19 (AP).—The battle of the 
bridgehead has developed virtual- 
ly into man-for-man combat. The 
enemy has thrown in reinforce- 
ments to whittle down the initial 
superiority in numbers gained by 
the First Army in its surprise 
crossing of the Rhine. 

Military textbooks say attack- 
ing forces should enjoy a three-to- 
one superiority over enemy de- 
fenders, but Lt. Gen. Courtney H. 
Hodges’ inen slugging their way 
forward through rough terrain 
have no such advantage in man 
power, 

“We are having the hardest asid 
siowest going since the fighting 
through the hedgerows in Nor- 
mandy,” an officer of the Ninth 
Infantry Division said today. 
“When a doughboy advances 500 
yards on the map it means he ac- 
tually fought his way forward 
1500° yards up and down these 
hills.” 

After the Rhine crossing the 
bridgehead forces had to fight for 
elbow room in which to Maneuver. 
They just now are reaching that 
stage, with the bridgehead eight 
miles in depth. 

The tough core of German re- 
sistance has been in the east, 
where the enemy concentrated 
tanks and self-propelled weapons 
to prevent the Americans from 
breaking out toward Berlin. 

Loss of the Ludendorff bridge 
at Remagen was a blow to the 
First Army, but the structure did 
not collapse until the Army had 
thrown across a pontoon bridge. 

To say the bridge had “served 
its purpos " would not be quite 
accurate for there were many fu- 
ture uses for the span had it been 
gaved. It could have been used 
later for rail traffic to carry sup- 
plies and for the speedy evacua- 
tion of the wounded from deeper 
in Germany. 

Progress was slow on the bridge- 
head during the last 24 hours. On 
the north troops of the Seventy- 
eighth Infantry Division reached 
the outskirts of Oberdollendorf, 
opposite the resort town of Bad 
Godesberg, one of Hitler’s favorite 
watering places, 

The Germans tried to stop the 
northward thrust aimed at Nin- 
nenburg by throwing in two small 
counterattacks of tank-supported 
infantry, but they were beaten 
back. To the east the Yanks 
cleared out the towns of Wind- 
hagen and Hohn and “reached 
high ground overlooking Birken 
on the eastern side of the Cologne- 
Frankfurt auto highway. 

On the southern end of the 
bridgehead troops advanced 1000 
yards.

The Third Army’s famous Fourth 
Armored Division captured Spren- 
dlingen, 15 miles from Mainz, and 
Lt. Gen. George S. Patton’s Tenth 
Armored Division sprinted within 
19 miles northwest of Kaiserslau* 
tern, a key German base of 61,000 
population in the Palatinate. Most 
of the highways and railroads 
which the Germans must use for 
retreat from the Saarland run 
through Kaiserslautern. A six-lane 
autobahn connects Kaiserslautern 
with Ludwigshafen on the Rhine. 

Patton was using at least four 
full armored divisions, 10 tank 
battalions and 10 infantry divi- 
sions in his drive. 

Third Army troops fighting in 
the northern Saarland captured 
Dillingen (population 15,000) and 
its great steel mill, and Merzig 
(20,000) and entered St. Wendel. 

A meeting of the armies near 
Zweibruecken would trap all Ger- 
mans in the Saarbruecken area. 
This trap, within the larger trap 
west of the Rhine, would pinch 
off the whole compact Saarland, 
leaving only the Palatinate to the 
Germans west of the Rhine. A 
third of the Saarland is already in 
American hands. 

The Seventh Army, moving more 
slowly than the Third but gaining 
up to eight miles yesterday be- 
tween besieged Saarbruecken and 
the Rhine,“was within 26 miles of 
Kaiserslautern from the south. 

A report from the north end of 
the west front said the Germans 
appeared to be clearing out of 
their long-held area north of Nij- 
megen, Holland. Allied patrols 
pushing forward north of Zetten 
and into the Randwyk region on 
the south side of the Lower Rhine 
failed to encounter the enemy in 
any appreciable number. 

In the Saarland and the Pala- 
tinate the German retreat was s0 
confused and disorderly that tanks, 
self-propelled guns and artillery 
were being abandoned. 

There were abundant signs of 
massed withdrawals from the 
churning battlefield ‘bounded by 
the Saar, Rhine and Nahe riv- 
ers. The Germans were hampered 
by roads full of refugees, similar 
to congestions before the fall of 
France five years ago. 

Field Day for Flyers. 

For the second day in a row, 
American pilots had clear skies

Only seven miles separted the 
Eleventh and another armored di- 
vision which Patton had not iden- 
tified. This new outfit was hit- 
ting northeastward from the area 
east of Saarburg and grasping for 
contact with the Eleventh Ar- 
mored to trap thousands of Ger- 
mans. The new division captured 
Reichenbach, 13 miles northeast of 
St. Wendel, and then advanced 
five miles to the Wiselbach vicin- 
ity southwest of Kirn. 

The Seventy-sixth Infantry Di- 
vision made two new crossings of 
the Moselle, but details were cen- 
sored. The Tenth Armored and 
the Ninety-fourth Infantry Divi- 
sioig advanced to the vicinity of 
Bergweiler. The Tenth Armored 
teamed with the Eightieth Infan- 
try Division to enter St. Wendel 
(8700). Another column of the 
Tenth captured Berschweiler, nine 
miles northeast of St. Wendel, and 
reached the vicinity of Baumhold- 
er nearby. 

The Eightieth Infantry Division, 
following the armor, cleared eight 
town 17 to 20 miles southeast of 
Saarburg.

MANILA, March 19 (AP).—Ele- 
ments of Brig.

The entire steel framework of 
the railroad bridge collapsed, with 
the stone piers and the approaches 
remaining intact. A section lead- 
ing from the center to the east 
bank went under water, and .the 
section to the west side fell partly 
on the bank and partly in shallow 
water. 

German explosives had damaged 
a lower arch girder when the span 
was seized, and failure to repair or 
replace it proved to be the real 
reason for loss of the bridge. 
Stresses and strains on remaining 
girders became too great. But the 
first task was to build up the 
bridgehead and throw over supple- 
menting pontoon spans. Engineers 
were working to strengthen the 
girder when the bridge gave way. 

Investigation Under Way. 

An investigation is under way, 
and until a full report is made 
there is some reluctance to place 
any responsibility. Unofficial rea- 
sons for the fall are that it gave 
way as the result of “natural 
causes through enemy action.” 

Two engineering units were 
working on the bridge at the time 
—one group had the job of keeping 
the superficial structure repaired 
so traffic could cross, while a unit 
of specialists had been given the 
task of repairing the basic struc- 
ture. Both units were at work 
when the girders snapped, 

There was no explosion or shell 
burst when the bridge tumbled 
down, at 3:10 p, m., and enemy 
action was not directly respon- 
sible. Lt. Gen. Omar N. Bradley's 
headquarters said the main central 
span, 512 feet long, toppled into the 
water as a result of cumulative 
strains and stresses. 

Loss of the bridge did not im- 
mediately imperil the bridgehead, 
since pontoon bridges are in oper- 
ation. But the supply of reinforce- 
ments and tanks now is limited to 
spans which are easy prey for 
floods, and the Rhine frequently 
surged out of its banks with spring 
rains. The terrain already seized 
east of the Rhine is rugged and 
ill-suited for landing fields. 

Swaying Motion. 

Set. George L. Wolsey, Highland 
Park, Mich., was working on one 
side of the bridge, and looked east 
when it started to sway. 

“She started to give it this,” he 
said, waving his hand slowly from 
side to side. “Then it fell over to 
the south.

Moments later downstream doz- 
ens of men bobbed to the surface. 
Many, injured, swam weakly to- 
ward twisted timbers swirling in 
the current. They were swept to- 
ward a pontoon bridge which en- 
gineers ‘had thrown across the 
Rhine some distance north of the 
original crossing site 10 days be- 
fore. 

Some of the men were horribly 
mangled and pinned between steel 
girders. Others were buried in de- 
bris under the water. 

Two signalmen, Pvt. George 
Arnold of Oil City, Pa., and Pvt. 
Joe Battista of Pence, Wis., were 
laying wire across the bridge, but 
had gone to a jeep off the span 
and escaped injury. 

Typical of the coolness with 
which Americans met the emer- 
gency, they tapped the line and 
summoned ambulances and medics 
to the scene. In a matter of sec- 
onds, lines of Red Cross vehicles 
were streaking up to the bridge 
on both sides of the river.

BANKER ARGUES AGAINST U, S. 
TAX ON $56,000 HE GAVE SONS 


Howard Cook, Jefferson City 
banker, argued before the Tax 
Court of the United States, hold- 
ing a one-day session today in the 
Federal building, that the sum of 
$56,000, which he said he gave to 
his two sons in December, 1941, 
should not be taxed as part of 
his income for that year.

NURSE VOLUNTEER 
RATE DROPS AFTER 
SPURT OF 3 WEEKS 


‘Requirements for Army 
Won't Be Filled With- 
out Legislation,’ Stim. 
son Says. 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP), 
—Volunteer applications for the 
Army nursing service have dropped 
down to previdus “lower levels” 
after an upward spurt in January. 


Secretary of War Stimson ad- 
vised the Senate Military Com- 
mittee the increase in the number 
of volunteers lasted for about 
three weeks after President Roose- 
velt asked in his annual message 
for drafting of nurses for the 
armed services. 


“It is the judgment of the Sur. 
geon General that, in the absence 
of legislation, the requirements for 
Army nurses will not be filled,” 
Stimson added in a letter to the 
committee. 

Under Secretary Robert Patter- - 
son read Stimson’s letter at the 
outset of Senate hearings on 
House legislation which would 
make unmarried nurses 20 to 44 
liable for induction into the Army 
and Navy Nurses Corps. 

Patterson said the only reason 
for asking for the legislation “is 
to assure the highest standard of 
nursing care for our wounded and 
sick soldiers.” He outlined this 
statistical situation: 

1. Since May 1, 1944—a period 
of 10 months—the patients in 
Army hospitals have doubled in 
number, whereas the increase in 
the Nurse Corps has been less 
than 20 per cent. 

2. Four hundred and fifty thou- 
sand soldiers have already been 
wounded in this war. Since the 
President’s message on Jan. 6, 
107,000 soldiers’ have been added 
to the list of wounded. Army hos- 
pitals now have 520,000 patients. 

3. In January, the President 
called for 60,000 nurses for the 
Army, or an additional 18,000 
nurses. As of March 10 the Army 
Nurse Corps numbered 47,500, an 
increase of 5250 since the Presi- 
dent’s message. 


4. Indications are that the corps 
will still be 9000 short of the goal 
on June 1 unless the legislation is 
enacted,

LONDON, March 19 (AP).— 
Four destroyers of the British 
home fleet, driving in daylight 
down a fjord behind the German 
‘lines at North Cape, have rescued 
(525 Norwegian patriots who told 
‘how the Nazis destroyed their 
‘homes and food in a vain effort 
‘to force them into slavery. 

An official Norwegian commu- 
‘Mique disclosed the rescue. Most 
__|of those recovered were women 
and children who had been hiding 
in caves and huts on the snow- 
covered mountains of bleak Soroy 
Island since late last autumn, mov- 
ing constantly to keep out of the 
reach of German patrols. 

As the Germans began with- 
drawing last November, the pa- 
triots related, the Norwegians 
were ordered to leave their homes 
and move south. To make certain 
the order was obeyed, the Nazis 
burned down every house on the 
island, slaughtered all animals

and destroyed food stocks. 
old women too ill to be 
were burned alive in their 
the Norwegians related. 

The Germans held 1200 of the 
healthiest men and women for 
Slave labor, while other 
took to caves and snow-huts and 
eked out a living through the bit- 
ter Arctic winter months, Many 
had eaten nothing in the last 12 
weeks except some fish and rein- 
deer meat.

Fifth Raid in 10 Days.

The 
series began with 300 B-29s cas- 
cading 2300 tons of bombs on To- 
kyo March 10 and followed with 
2000 tons on Nagoya, 2000 on 
Osaka, 2500 on Kobe and 2500 
more on Nagoya.

TO KILL HITLER

not to himself or his government 
but to what he considers disloyal- 
ty among these “better” class 
Germans. 

His hatred for them knows no 
bounds. At frequent intervals he 
has shown a repulsive, revolting 
'film of the hangings of Field Mar- 
shal Erwin von Witzleben, Ulrich 
von Hassel and the others con- 
demned as conspirators. He then 
snaps out of his fits of despond- 
ency, deriving a vicarious, sadistic 
‘satisfaction from seeing this sorry 
evidence of his triumph over his 
adversaries at home. 

The technique of the hangings 
was gruesomely novel from two re- 
The victinis were hanged 
naked in violation of all tradition. 
A wire instead of a rope was used 
and the condemned were hoisted 
slowly. Their sufferings lasted at 
least five to eight minutes, dur- 
ing which they bled profusely. 

Hitler, in his consuming hatred 
for his domestic enemies, issued a 
sweeping order for the arrest and 
trial in the star chamber people’s 
court of “all who by virtue of 
their position or family connec- 
tions might conceivably have been 
implicated in the attempt on his 
life or in contact with its plot- 
ters.” 

And then, through Martin Bor- 
mann, successor to Rudolf Hess in 
the Nazi party hierarchy, Hitler 
ordered the arrest of all persons 
of any consequence who, in the 
past, had not shown themselves 
“politically unqualifiedly  trust- 
worthy.” This included persons 
who, though members of the Nazi 
party, were not considered 100 per 
cent “safe.” The implication in 
the death of Count Hellsdorf, Ber- 
lin’s chief of police, had shown 
how disaffection pervaded the 
Nazi ranks. 

“A reign of terror began with- 
in Germany which the outside 
world may never comprehend,” my 
‘informant said. “Friends whom 
we knew to be politically harm- 
less disappeared over night. We 
never saw them again. Only 25 
miles from here, up in Cologne, 
it was no uncommon sight to see 
eight or 12 bodies swing from a 
gallows. There they were left 24 
hours exposed to public view as 
an example.” 

My informant estimated that 
from 1200 to 1500 persons’ were 
immediate victims of the plot’s 
aftermath—convicted of complicity |— 
by the people’s court. Beyond 
them, he added, many thousands 
of Germany’s “better people” were 
liquidated, many noble families 
wiped out, 

Even with Hitler still alive, the 
coup might have succeeded if the 
plotters had not made certain mis- 
takes, my informant said. In out- 
lining these errors, he said he was 
giving a considered opinion of not 
only himself*but such of his fel- 
low conspirators as are still alive.

“No; the first problem is to es- 
tablish world peace. But the two 
great problems are _ interlocked. 
It’s a truism, but it cannot be 
said too often, that the best con- 
tribution the United States can 
make to the peace of the world 
is to get a high level of prosper- 
ity at home.” 

That brought up the subject of 
foreign trade, and Rum! referred 
the writer to a memorandum he 
had helped to prepare for the Na- 
tional Planning Association. In 
this he had recommended, as a 
corollary to our fiscal and mone- 
tary policy, “a definite, declared 
policy that there will be no in- 
crease in tariffs, followed by a 
gradual reduction of tariffs and 
freer trade as higher levels of 
employment are reached.” 

“And foreign trade,” he added 
to the interviewer, “means foreign 
trade. It means buying as well as 
selling, and over the years in 
about the same amount, 

“International trade will im- 
prove the standard of living in 
the United States by making it 
possible for us to have things 
that other peoples can make 
either of better quality or design, 
or at lower prices, than we can 
make them for ourselyes, in ex- 
change for our sending them the 
things we can make better than 


they can.” 


On the Fiscal Policy. 

Rum! lays stress on the impera- 
tive necessity for an appropriate 
fiscal policy if we are to reach 
the goal of continued high pro- 
duction and high employment. 

“Of course,” he said, “we can’t 
do the job with fiscal policy alone, 
but a wrong fiscal policy will 
make it difficult if not impossi- 
ble for us to utilize our human 
resources. 

“We have done three very bad 
things. First, we have raised tax 
rates against a falling national 
income; thereby we have drained 
off purchasing power that might 
have sustained employment. Sec- 
ond, there has been inadequate 
planning of expenditures for pub- 
lic works and conservation; we 
have never had a proper criterion 
of what should be done in this 
field. Third, we have set up our 
social security program on a de- 
flationary basis by attempting to 
build reserves in a time of un- 
employment. It is a fantastic 
thing that our unemployment in- 
surance funds have tended to cre- 
ate the very unemployment they 
were designed to relieve. 

“There is enormous strength in 
the American culture—in its intel- 
ligence, energy, imagination, com- 
petitive spirit, desire to improve 
the standard of living. And it 
should be remembered that much 
of our activity bears no relation 
to the mere desire to make money. 
Men work to make a better show- 
ing from year to year. They work 
to gain honors. The spirit which 
you see expressed in the rivalries 
between cities, as between St. 
Louis and Kansas City, is whole- 
some. The football spirit, not 
greed animates a lot of what we 
do. 

“IT feel that, if we can correct 
our terrible mistakes in fiscal pol- 
icy and give the people the normal 
opportunities that Americans will 
seize if they have the chance, we 
can take a long breath and see 
what happens. The correction of 
these errors would be the great- 
est antidote to regimentation. 

“We were told in 1940 that we 
had to choose between guns and 
butter in order to equip a two- 
hemisphere army—today we have 
a standard of living slightly high- 
er than it was in 1940, and we are 
putting 85 billion dollars into war 
goods. That is called the miracle 
of production. 

“I venture to say there are some 
more miracles ahead of us in the 
social and economic field. As a 
matter of fact, the sheer necessity 
of creating and maintaining a high 
level of employment in order to 
maintain our democratic institu- 
tions will force the ‘miracles’ to 
come.” 

What steps should be taken, 


Rum! was asked, to correct the 
fiscal errors into which we had 
fallen? He named three: 

“First, we should set our tax- 
rate structure, regardless of where 
the burden is distributed, so that 
the budget at high employment 
will be balanced at high employ- 
ment. This policy’ will be auto- 
matically deficit-creating with un- 
der-employment, and surplus-cre- 
ating with over-employment. 

“Second, we should plan and or- 
ganize our public works and con- 
servation programs to stabilize the 
construction industry at a high 
level of activity, between 15 and 
18 billion dollars annually. 

“Third, we must take the de- 
flation out of social security. 
Broadly speaking, this means that 
we should finance the old-age se- 
curity program so that income and 
expenditure about balance cur- 
rently; and we should set the 
rates on unemployment insurance 
so that income balances outgo at 
high employment.” 

These three measures, he said, 
would be “automatic stabilizers” 
of the economy and would be con- 
sistent with Senator James E. 
Murray’s pending Ful] Employ- 
ment Bill, which proposes that, 
whenever the prospective “gross 
national product” falls below the 
amount needed for full employ- 
ment, measures shall be taken to 
fill the gap. 


On the Murray Bill. 


Describing the basic policy and 
substance of the Murray bill as 
sound, Rum! said he regarded its 
introduction as one of the most 
encouraging steps that had been 
taken toward the solution of the 
full employment problem. 

“Nobody,” he said, “expects the 
bill to be passed in its present 
form, but, even if it shouldbe 
modified in every paragraph, it 
will have served. the important 
purpose of focusing discussion.” 

Ruml had praise also for the 
House Committee on Postwar 
Planning, under Representative 
William M. Colmer of Mississippi, 
which he said had shown “aggres- 
sive and competent leadership,” 
and he felt that some good work 
had been done on war contract 
tarmination. Public works plan- 
ning, he said, had lagged. 

“There is no evidence now,” he 
said, “that the executive branch 
of the Government is operating 
aggressively in the field of post- 
war planning. It seems to fear 
that any such planning now will 
detract from the war effort. A 
certain amount of work was be- 
ing done last fall, but this was 
dropped when the war took a sud- 
den—and happily short—bad turn. 

“IT think the suspicion is justi- 
fied that the executive branch may 
be deliberately throwing the ball 
to Congress, so that Congress will 
see how difficult the job is and 
how essential it is that appropri- 
ate action come also from the ex- 


ecutive branch if there is going 


to be an over-all attack on the 


postwar prosperity problem. It 
may be, in other words, that the 


administration is trying to im- 
press on Congress the need for 


teamwork.” 


The 60-Million Goal. 
What of the 60-million job goal 


‘set by the President and Secre- 


tary Wallace? 

“The 60-million figure,” Ruml 
replied, “should not be made a 
football of politics. You will re- 
call that the President spoke of 
the provision of ‘close to 60 mil- 
lion jobs in the postwar period.’ 
If we have 2% million men and 
women in the armed services 
after the war, these certainly will 
be in productive jobs, Then, too, 
you must remember that we must 
always have more jobs than we 
have people at work, owing to the 
fact that there will always be 
some jobs not yét filled and many 
jobs will be part-time and sea- 
sonal jobs. 

“Consequently I see no incon- 
sistency between the President’s 
statement and the figure center- 
ing around 55 million civilian jobs 
which has been used by the Na- 
tional Planning Association, the 
Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment, and others. Fifty-five mil- 
lion is as good a figure as I know 
of. 

“Our 40-hour average week I 
take as an opportune figure. If 
you go much below that, you are 
freezing unemployment into the 
work week, or else you are creat- 
ing a situation where people will. 
take more than one job. On the 
arithmetic of the situation at 
present price levels, it’s simply 55 
million people working 40 hours 
a week and producing 140 billion

Interpreting the War News 


RACE OF ARMIES WEST OF RHINE 


By MAJ. GEORGE 


(Copyright, 
N the news from the western front, most of our attention con- 


finues to be centered on the Rhine-Moselle-Saar triangle where 
the steady progress northward of the United States Seventh Army 
against an enemy who appears to be withdrawing is contrasted with 
the swift sweep of the Third Army’s armored and motorized divisions 


upon that enemy’s lines of retreat. 


I 


Our satisfaction at this progress 
is tempered by the collapse of the 
center span of the Ludendorff 
Bridge at Remagen, which endan- 
gers the flow of supplies, at least 
temporarily, to the troops in the 
American bridgehead east of the 
Rhine. 

We have at least one pontoon 
bridge over the Rhine and pos- 
sibly more; and we have a certain 
number of assault boats. We have 
undoubtedly rigged ferries, and 
can rig more. But the loss of the 
great bridge for heavy duty traf- 
fic is serious, and much depends 
on the use that was made of it 
while we still had it. 

By all accounts, there is a con- 
siderable accumulation of stores 
on the east bank. We must hope 
that they will be sufficient for all 
needs until additional pontoon 
bridges can be constructed or un- 
til the engineers can throw across 
a temporary span between the 
piers of the Ludendorff Bridge. 


German Intentions. 


There is room for some specu- 
lation as to the German attitude 
and intentions. There are grow- 
ing indications that the Germans 
have already written off the Rhine- 
Moselle-Saar triangle; but it is 
quite possible that the Germans 
are hoping to use the troops from 
the Saar front elsewhere. It may 
well turn out that the German 
high command, unwilling to take 
troops from the northern sector 
of the front to deliver a counter- 
attack against the Remagen 
bridgehead, has determined to 
take them from the south. 


A withdrawal of the mobile ele- 
ments of the German First Army 
from the Saar frontier across the 
Rhine, in order to switch them 
northward against the Remagen 
bridgehead, would make consider- 
able sense. It would, of course, 
mean that there would be no coun- 
terattack forces left in the tri- 
angle west of the Rhine and that 
the defensive divisions left there 
would have to withdraw when 
pressure was applied; but the Ger- 
man high command may have 
hoped that this withdrawal could 
be gradual. 

In that case, they would count 
on holding either the line of the 
Moselle, or the line of heights 
north of and parallel to the valley 
of the Nahe as a “bolt” position 
against any attempt by the Third 
Army to interfere with the with- 
drawal, while employing ‘dilatory 
defense” methods to the advance 
of the Seventh Army from the 
south, 

The obvious American counter- 
move would be a drive by the 
Third Army across the Moselle in 
co-ordination with the push north- 
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ward of the Seventh Army. Thus, 
what appeared two or three days 


ago to be an American offensive they have been wounded by shrap-| that 


to clear the left bank of the Rhine 
between Coblenz and Strasbourg 
may have also the character of an 
attempt to counter a German 
withdrawal which has an ultimate 
offensive purpose—the gathering 
of sufficient troops for a counter- 
attack against the Remagen 
bridgehead. 


Patton’s Moves. 

It is just possible that Patton's 
Third Army has moved too swiftly 
for the Germans, If, as reported 
in front dispatches, his forward 
elements are already in and be- 
yond Bad Kreuznach, on the Nahe, 


then it is almost certain that he 
has been too quick for Gen, Balck, 
his German opponent, 

But the pay-off will come in the 
figures of German soldiers and 
war materiel destroyed or cap- 
tured. It is the German Army 
which is the objective, not Mainz 
or Ludwigshafen. Those cities are 
already foredoomed, and many 
others with them, 

Possibly the most important 
military objective in the Rhine-| 
Moselle-Saar triangle just at the | 
moment is Kaiserslautern, as far 
as towns go. Kaiserslautern con- 
trols the main lines of retreat of 
the German First Army from the| 
Saar to the Rhine. If Patton can | 
get into Kaiserslautern before the | 
bulk of the German First Army) 
has reached positions east 


and | 
northeast of that place, the: Ger- 
man position will be a very seri- 
ous one. It would be still more 
serious if, in addition, the right 
flank of the United States Sev- 
enth Army, or perhaps the French, 
could break through the Wissem- 
bourg gap and go racing north 
along the left bank of the Rhine 
toward Ludwigshafen. 

If this whole operation is, as 
seems quite likely, a German at- 
tempt to give up territory in order 
to gain greater freedom of action 
and gather a_ counter-offensive 
force, then the thing that mat- 
ters is whether we are able to de- 
stroy that force, or most of it, be-| 
fore it can get behind the Rhine | 
where it can be regrouped and 
used as the German high com- 
mand desires—probably against 
our bridgehead at Remagen. 

It is hard to tell what the) 
chances are now, because we do} 
not know the date at which the 
German withdrawal began, but| 
from what evidence we do have! 
the balance %eems to tip some- 
what in favor of the Allied com- 
manders. If one were sure that 
good flying weather would prevail 
for the next three or four days, 
one could be more positively op- 
timistic. 


the points of your triangle; you 
must then accept mass unemploy- 
ment, a work week of less than 40 
hours, or a lower price level than 
we have today.

How did he think the tax struc- 
ture should be changed? 

For one thing, Ruml replied, the 
corporation income tax should be 
abolished and a small franchise 
tax of 5 per cent substituted, this 
levy representing the value of do- 
ing business in the corporate form. 

“One main reason for doing 
away with the corporation income 
tax,” Rum! said, “is that, once it 
settles down, it tends to raise the 
cost of goods and services and to 


keep wages lower than they might | 


otherwise be. You will, of course, 
get higher earnings per share, but 
the bulk of the benefits will go in 
lower prices and higher wages. 


“Then, too, the taxation of cor-'| 
porate profits prior to distribution 
imposes double taxation on divi-| 
dend income. Millions of small | 
stockholders are the victims of. 
this inequity. The earnings are | 
first taxed in the hands of the' 
corporation at full, identical rates | 
for al] stockholders, and then that | 
portion of the earnings distributed | 
as dividends to stockholders is| 
taxed again, but only in the lat- | 
ter case at progressive rates. 


“The need is for revision that | 
would eliminate the corporation | 
tax as a cost of production and' 
distribution, that would tax the | 
shareholder only once on the earn-| 
ings attributable to him, and that | 
would encourage rather than in- | 
hibit the distribution of earnings | 
as dividends.” 

This and other recommendations 
as to taxes are set out in Ruml’s 
study, in collaboration with H. C. 
Sonne, made for the National 
Planning Association. No. 2 is that

EISENHOWER VISITS PATTON:

WITH THE UNITED STATES 
THIRD ARMY, March 19 (AP).— 
Lt. Gen. George S. Patton Jr. was 
yesterday at his busy 
Third Army headquarters by Gen.

Patton disclosed that his hard-

ATTEMPTED REVOLT SMASHED 
IN PERU, PLOTTERS ARRESTED 


LIMA, Peru, March 19 (AP).— 
The Peruvian government an- 
nounced today an attempted revo- 
lutionary coup was smashed yes- 
terday at Ancon air base, 25 miles 
north of Lima, with the arrest of 
two noncommissioned officers and 
a small number of men. 

A communique said the rebels 
attempted to seize Air Minister 
Gen. Fernando Melgar, who was 
spending the week end at the air 
base, but asserted Melgar quickly 
“re-established discipline” with 
the aid of other officers. “Com- 
plete tranquility prevails in Lima 
and throughout the entire coun- 
try,” the bulletin added.

The sop with which the strikers try 
to ease their consciences—that they are 
really doing it for the boys—doesn’t hold 
water when we hear what the boys have 
to say about it. One soldier writes: “If 
they will just stay on the job and give 
us what it takes to get back home, we'll 
work out our own peacetime problems.” 

Another says: “It gives us a pretty 
sick feeling to know that we are solely 
dependent on you folks for our very 
lives when we read of strikes and work 
stoppages. Don’t you care, back there, 
what happens to us?” Another letter 
states: “You would be surprised at how 
many of us have vowed never to have 
anything to do with these labor organi- 
gations which hold our welfare so 
lightly.” 

Unions would do well to remember 
that there are several million men over 
there judging them when they strike. 
They are doing themselves a great dis- 
gervice.

-Brain-Work | foe Export 


From his place in the Valhalla of Yankee 
ingenuity, Samuel Slater, father of the American 
cotton textile industry, must beam with approval 
on our offer at Mexico City to help Latin 
America industrialize. Forbidden by law to 
write down what he knew about England’s mills, 
he stored it up in his head, and then proceeded 
to break the law against the emigration of textile 
workers by shipping in disguise to America. 

The fear of competition that moved England 
in the eighteenth century is not dead. A good 
many Americans are fearful of this offer. As 
recently as last December, the confirmation of 
Assistant Secretary William L. Clayton, who 
bore the proposal to Mexico City, was opposed 
because he dared suggest we should export 
capital goods. What will we do for markets, 
the timid asked, if we provide others with the 
tools and know-how to make consumer goods for 
themselves? 

The answer is told in rich detail by Colin 
Clark, an Australian economist, in “The Con- 
ditions of Economig Progress.” Clark’s careful 
figures prove that nations become richer as they 
move upward in a scale fram growing crops and 
digging minerals through manufacturing to 
brain-work. In other words, there is more profit 
in selling a foreigner an automobile than an 
equivalent value of wheat or coal, but more 
still in selling him a machine tool, a turbine and 
generator, or a license under an American 
patent. There is more profit, and there is less 
sweat of labor and depletion of soil, mines and 
forests. 

That truth is abundantly borne out in our own 
country. Massachusetts, for example, has suf- 
fered a declining share of the country’s manufac- 
turing for many years. Yet its 1940 income of 
$2170 per working citizen was among the coun- 
try’s highest. North Carolina, with increasing 
industry, gained largely by migration of cotton 
mills from New England, had only $941. The 
loss of Massachusetts has been mostly in low- 
wage, low-skill consumer-goods industry. Mean- 
while, the State has gained industries employing 
exceptional skill—the manufacture of heavy elec- 
trical equipment, for instance. 

A Massachusetts concern owns the patents on 
virtually all shoe-making machinery, thereby 
drawing a very handsome royalty income from 
St. Louis. Connecticut, another rich State, oc- 
cupies a similar position in glass-making. Both 
these states and New York gather a harvest from 
brain-work, including not only high-grade manu- 
facturing but advertising, insurance, banking and 
the like. And to complete the contrast, Missis- 
sippi, whose biggest industry is raw cotton, drew 
a niggardly income of $663 per working citizen 
in 1940, 

Helping others industrialize would indeed re- 
quire further economic adjustments on our own 
part. The prize is well worth it. By a wide 
margin, we sell more to the highly industrialized 
United Kingdom than to any other nation. 
Canada, even with only moderate industrializa- 
tion, takes more American goods than all Latin 
America. 

Of course, the export of brain-work requires 
that our technical ingenuity keep abreast and 
a bit ahead of the world. Well, with a few 
such exceptions as our voluntary standing back 

‘while Germany went ahead in chemicals, hasn't 
it? And after the miracles of technology since 
Pearl Harbor, can anyone fear we have lost our 
national genius? 

And if anyone still hesitates, let it be recalled 
that being deprived of England’s brain-work 
forced Samuel! Slater and his successors to invent 
new machinery. Stayed with a false sense of 
security behind restrictive laws, England was 
content to rest with what she had, and was 
presently outstripped. In consequence, today, 
155 years after Slater’s emigration, our ma- 
chinery is still well ahead of Britain’s, and we 
enjoy much larger incomes. 

It is evidently more blessed to give than to 
try to monopolize technology, and certainly more 
profitable. 
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A New Cookie 


The British have a way of regarding colossal 
affairs with a shrug. They haven’t as yet de- 
cided on a name for their new 11-ton aerial 
bomb. But we'll bet that they name it something 
like “Lovely Lou.” Or maybe just “Alice.” What 
we Americans call “block-busters” pass under 
the name of “Cookie” at one R. A. F. base. This 
understatement is endearing, and full of advan- 
tages. If we came up with an 11-ton bomb, we’d 
probably be at a loss for a name sufficiently 
super. 
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Don’t Count the Days 

William H. Stoneman, London correspondent 
for the Post-Dispatch ‘and the Chicago Daily 
News, has starred lately as a needed safety valve 
for victory-inflamed hopes of the end of the 
European war by midnight. He introduces one 
dispatch about the air castles of expectancy by 
urging: “Please don’t take any serious notice 
of this story, but if you must know, Allied 
experts, military and political, are now guessing 
that the war will be over” at the end of May, the 
Fourth of July or “some time this summer.” 

The caution is more important than the report. 
It is true that Zhukov’s forces are across the 
Oder and within 27 miles of Berlin. It is true, 
too, that Eisenhower’s armies have captured 
both Cologne and Coblenz, have crossed the 
Rhine and are expanding their bridgehead with 
mighty power. These are magnificent achieve- 
ments. There is reason to hope that the victory 
march has begun. 

But it is also true that as early as January, 
1864, there was evidence of the hopelessness of 
the Confederate cause, but the Secession armies 
fought like tigers well into the next year. 
Meade’s 1863 defensive success at Gettysburg 
and Grant’s capture of Vicksburg may be likened 
to Stalingrad and Tunisia as preludes to the vic- 
tory campaigns of the next summer. 

Grant crossed the James the second week in 
June, 1864, and his lines before Petersburg were 
as close to the Confederate capital of Richmond 
as the Red Army is now to Berlin. Sherman’s 
capture of Atlanta, on Sept. 2, 1864, was as 
great a shock to the Southern cause, as our 
Cologne capture and Rhine campaign have been 
to the Wehrmacht. Sherman and Grant were 
the hammer and anvil which battered the Con- 
federacy into helplessness. But Richmond did 
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not fall until April 2, 1865, seven months after 
Atlanta fell. Lee surrendered a week later and 
Joe Johnston on April 26. 

Sometimes it takes a long time for beaten men 
to give up the fight. There were weary months 
of bloody losses before the Confederates stacked 
arms in surrender. We must not watch the 
calendar too closely this time. 
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Franco’s Two-Faced Game 

American planes have sunk at least six 
Spanish ships they caught attempting to 
smuggle supplies to German troops trapped in 
Atlantic port cities of France. At the same time, 
Spain has agreed to American development of a 
large airport in Madrid for wartime and post- 
war use. The two developments prove that 
Franco is still playing his two-faced game of 
secretly helping the Nazis while protesting that 
he favors the Allies, or is neutral. 

Some 150,000 German troops have been hold- 
ing out in Lorient, St. Nazaire, Dunkerque, the 
Channel Islands, La Rochelle and the mouth of 
the Gironde River since they were by-passed 
last summer in the Allied sweep across France. 
How they were getting supplies was somewhat 
of a mystery. Now it is solved, at least in part, 
by the disclosure that Spanish ships have been 
carrying materials to them across°the Bay of 
Biscay. Obviously, Spanish ships would not be 
in this business without the order, or at least 
the knowledge, of the Franco Government. 

If this isn’t Spanish intervention in the war, 
then what is it? To blockade the isolated Nazi 
garrison means diverting thousands of French 
and American troops which could be used on the 
fighting fronts. Meanwhile, we cannot use these 
important harbors for supplying our troops on 
the Continent, while the Nazis can still use them 
as U-boat bases. Allied commanders do not want 
to expend lives by taking ports by storm, 
yet the existence of the Nazi pockets behind 
our lines remains a real menace. 

Our Government has turned a cold shoulder 
to proposals for severing diplomatic relations 
with Spain. The State Department explains that 
it wants to keep a listening post in Madrid to 
get reports from the Continent. Does it still 
consider a listening post so important, in the 
presence of this new disclosure that Franco 
Spain is engaged in helping our Nazi enemies? 
The airport concession is obviously an attempt 
to curry favor with America while Spanish aid 
to the Nazis goes on. 

The new evidence as to Franco’s duplicity is 
a strong argument for ending relations with 
this unregenerate Axis stooge.

Back to Adam 


It was a resolute, and a realistic, and a reac- 
tionary Winston Churchill who spoke the other 
day. 

The British Prime Minister was resolute as 
in the days of the blitz when he said, “Victory 
lies before us, certain and perhaps near.” He 
was realistic when he conceded that the Crimea 
Declaration would not stop a great power bent 
on aggression. “We may deplore,” he said, “that 
there is a difference between the great and the 
small...” and that was enough said. 

But Churchill was reactionary in his trumpet 
call to a dead economic system. He praised the 
British economic system as he sees it, and he 
sees it much as Adam Smith saw it 150 years 
ago. The coal miners and factory hands of Eng- 
land do not see it that way. 

Churchill went too far when he suggested that 
Labor party ideas of necessary economic control 
would produce totalitarianism. He reminded his 
hearers that “‘we held aloft the flaming torch of 
freedom when all around the night was black 


as jet,” but then he proclaimed, ‘At the end of 


our mainmast we fly the flag of free enterprise.” 
Is that all the proud Union Jack now means? 
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A Day Not to Celebrate 


This is the twenty-fifth anniversary of a his- 
toric event which America isn’t celebrating. It 
was on March 19, 1920, that the Senate took its 
final vote on ratification of the Versailles Treaty, 
embodying the League of Nations Covenant, and 
defeated it. 

It isn’t a day to celebrate, but still a day to 
think about. It is the anniversary of a climax 
in the mistakes made after the last war, a day 
against whose repetition men of good will from 
all political factions are joining their efforts, 
President Roosevelt and his administration are 
moving carefully and judiciously to avoid the 
errors of President Wilson. The plan for a 
postwar security organization this time is being 
kept apart from the peace treaty. In the Senate, 
a more constructive spirit prevails. Over the 
country, a better-informed people is keeping a 
watchful eye on the developments so vital to its 
future.

Jefferson doubted whether democracy could exist in cities; but 
many of its deepest roots are there now, noted political scientist 
says; urban reconciliation of divergent interests and ideals could 
be world example; cities’ postwar role is most important, he says, 


Charles E. Merriam of the University of Chicago, Former Member of the 
National Resources Planning Board, in Minnesota Municipalities. 


There are many who have despaired of 
democracy in cities. Some because they 
did not like democracy anyway, and others 
because they did like it. There are still 
those who publicly praise democracy and 
privately sneer at it, poison its faith, 
attempt to throw it off balance. Even 
Jefferson was pessimistic about cities, 


But it is now generally conceded by all 
close students of urban communities that 
democracy has many of its deepest and 
firmest roots in the city, along with those 
of the countryside. 


A neglected triumph of democracy in 
American cities is the organization of a 
great human fraternity. Races, languages, 
religions, occupations, capitalists, workers 
have been brought together and have 
learned to co-operate in their common af- 
fairs. East Side, West Side, all around the 
town, is true of many a city, great and 
small. The reconciliation of the practical 
interests, the values, the ideas and ideals of 
all these diverse groups is one of the great- 
est of democratic challenges, Many thought 
it could never be met, 


World Can Learn From Cities 


I say that the nations of the world might 
learn something by studying the urban 
example of the organization of the human 
fraternity—how we get along together in 
our American cities. 
the great achievements of democracy. 

Our cities have made many contributions 
to democratic management. Cities have 
shown the way to states and the United 
States in efficient organization. 


Who started systematic budgeting in the 
United States? The American cities. 


Who started systematic personnel work 
in this country? The American city. 


Who started systematic planning in the 
United States? The American city. 


The city has the best and worst of every- 
thing from time to time. But the diseases 
of the city are not those of degeneration 
and decay; they are the growing pains, the 
marks of immense vitality and vigor. Our 
troubles are not constitutional or organic; 
they are on the surface and not deep down. 


Under urban democratic management, 
the city’s servants obtained rights as well 
as duties, and responsibilities as well as 
rights. They serve the community, not as 
slaves but as free men, not at the whim of 
a casual boss, but as parts of a dignified 
and recognized public service. I am deeply 
moved by the number of faithful employes 
given awards for long and good service to 
their government—we do not call them 
bureaucrats, 


Urban Program Democratic 


Democratic also is the entrance of women 
into municipal service. Our American and 
especially our urban civil service has al- 
ways been the most broadly representative 
of races, religions and groups in the world, 
and in this is our dynamism. 

The urban program is democratic. It 
now includes items of broad mass meaning 
—health, education, recreation, employ- 
ment, industrial development. It includes 
the war on human erosion; the drive for 
human conservation. 


We meet new problems as we go along; 
problems of community communication, 


For this is one of. 


physical and social as well, through press, 
radio, forum, screen, neighborhood and 
other associations; problems of taxation, a 
headache for you, ways and means of bear- 
ing and sharing the common load of 
financial responsibility; democratic prob- 
lems of health, housing, education on a 
really and truly, honest-to-God equal basis; 
problems of industrial stability, employ- 
ment and adventure. The postwar. period 
will bring and indeed is now bringing the 
acid test of community co-operation in 
common affairs, 


What Makes City Great? 


Let us ask ourselves, “What makes a 
city great?” Is it territory, population, 
wealth, business transacted? No. 

Great cities are those that greatly served 
these great ends: Athens—intellectual lib- 
erty; Paris—cultural liberty, liberty of 
spirit; Rome—legal: and moral liberty; 
London—civil liberty. 


Our own American cities, large and 
small, are great as they have brought to- 
gether men of many races and types, 
brought them together in a community— 
in pursuit of the common good—in nearer 
approach to real democracy—to the living 
political and economic and social freedoms, 


Many cities suffer from an inferiority 
complex they might well cast off. The 
world and city are built of hopes, not fears, 


From everywhere there are the unknown 
soldiers of urban life who bear the heat 
and burden of the day, without hope of 
reward or renown, fathers and mothers, 
taxpayers, toilers, village Miltons who die 
unrecognized, unpaid, not decorated, but 
who truly build the city, large or small, 
rich or poor, 


If the City Fails... 


The great city is the community where 
order is maintained for weak as well as 
for styong; where justice is done to poor 
as well as rich; where basic welfare is not 
favor, but a human right; where liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness are fact as 
well as law; where freedom dwells not 
merely in dusty books but in the daily lives 
of men and women reflected in their oppor- 
tunities, their adventures, their basic ge- 
curity. 

The lights are coming on again in the 
darkened minds and hopes of men and 
women the world over. Our eyes are being 
opened to the prospects that lie before us 
if we have the courage, the vision, the 
practical judgment and wisdom, to reach 
out and take the possibilities before us. 


In this new world of peace and prosper- 
ity, our cities will play a mighty role. For 
if the city fails, America fails; if America 
fails, the world falls back in failure. We 
shall not fail.

Tribute to a Mystic of Lebanon 
Spoiled by Adulation of Author 


“This Man from Lebanon: A Study eof Kahill 
Gibran,” by Barbara Young. (Alfred A. Knopf, 
New York.) 

When I read on the jacket of this book 
that Kahlil Gibran has hundreds of 
thousands of readers throughout the world 
and that he was one of the most extraordi- 
nary writers of our time, I felt subdued 
and inferior, for I had never heard of the 
man. So I began the book with an excite- 
ment; I ended with a slight nausea. 

Barbara Young was, for seven years, the 
-friend and disciple of Gibran; she writes 
of him with a catch in her voice. He was 
unquestionably a writer who could use 
words with power. He was also a painter 
of very great talent. Even in the black- 
and-white reproductions of a few of his 
paintings in this book, his genius in that 
art shows through. That he was, in the 
words of the author, “one of the company 
of the immortals who visit this planet 
once in a thousand years with a message 
from the most hign’ is perhaps doubtful. 


Gibran was a wanna and an extraordi- 
narily endowed man. Before he was 20 he 
wrote “Spirits Rebellious,” a poem that so 
aroused the Turkish Government, then in 
control of Lebanon, that it was burned in 
the marketplace in Beirut. Now Gibran is 
worshiped as a master by the Lebanese. 

In no way do I doubt the genius of 
Gibran. I am, however, sure that this book 
does such a man a disservice. The quota- 
tions from his work show him uttering 
thoughts that have been current in the 
mouths of poets and mystics for thousands 
of years. When they are saved from 
being platitudes, their rescue is due merely 
to a new wording. The book merely re- 
inforces the belief that the feminine heart 
is set aflutter by a voice vibrantly uttering 
such words ag “love,” “beauty,” “God” and 
“work.” And if the speaker comes from 
the Orient, has soulful eyes and the tragedy 
of the ages in his face, he is irresistible.

This book did not make my heart flutter, 
but my stomach. The first serious qualm 
was caused by the veneration for all that 
concerned Gibran, shown in the quoted 
sentence: “The writing was done in brown 
notebooks, always brown notebooks.” When 
I read the description of Gibran’s appear- 
ance to Miss Young as he was dictating 
his book, “Jesus, the Son of Man,” my 
giggle turned into a hiccup: “Sometimes, a 
few times, a Light, tenuous but clearly 
visible, showed above and about him as he 
walked. Only once I alluded to the Light. 
He had stopped pacing, and stood to speak 
a low, slow sentence. I looked up and saw 
the Light. It was almost unbearably clear 
and dazzling white, and I said, in spite of 
myself, ‘Kahlil! The Light!’” 

In my’ search for one who had read 
Gibran’s book, “The Prophet,” I heard an 
anecdote that expresses the spirit of this 
book. In a Midwestern college town is a 
lady who likes to drape herself in what 
she believes are Oriental robes and, in the 
midst of any group, arise and, with what 
she hopes is a spirituelle look, recite whole 
chapters from “The Prophet.” Selah!

That man is Adolf Hitler.

' PPARENTLY there is one man left in Germany who does not 


umors that he was made deaf by the explosion on July 20, 1944, 
and perhaps no one wants to put the sad news in writing. But a 
psychologist, reading his most recent appeal for resistance to the 
bitter end, and his promise that 1918 would not be repeated, might 
recall the way he reacted personally to defeat at that time. . 


In October, 1918, Hitler, a lance 
corporal fighting in Flanders, was 
shell-shocked and delivered to a 
hospital where he became blind. 
He was transferred, then, to a 
military hospital in Pasewalk in 
Pomerania, and it was there that 
he finally recovered his sight and 
began his fight against the armi- 
stice and the lost war. 

Later the story was that he had 
been gassed, and that his tempo- 
rary blindness was due to this, but 
there is no such record, and many 
physicians testified (during the 
German Republic) that his was a 
case of shell-shock and hysterical 
blindness. He did not see what 
he did not wish to see, as today 
he does not hear what he does not 
wish to hear, 


His “Compulsion Neurosis.” 


If this story be accurate, as I 
believe it is, Hitler actually fore- 
Saw defeat before the ordinary 
soldier—a blinding experience — 
but refused to accept it later when 
every German, from Ludendorff 
down, knew it had come. Hitler 
is a psychotic personality, and 
such repeat their experiences. 
‘Psychiatrists call this, I believe, a 
“compulsion neurosis.” The whole 
pattern of Hitler’s personality is 
a pattern of breakdown and re- 
a and miraculous vic- 
ory. 

It was so in 1923, when his first 
putsch ended in disastrous failure, 
and the Republic only briefly im- 
prisoned him in the fortress of 
Landsberg-am-Lech—by now per- 
haps in the handa of the Russians. 
It was there that he wrote “Mein 
Kampf,” and thought up an en- 
tirely different tactic—the capture 
of the state by the democratic 
process and the use—or abuse— 
of “legality.” 


Last-Minute Decision. 


Nine years later, in the fall of 
1932, facing the decline of the 
Nazi party, Hitler told his confi- 
dants, especially Goebbels, who 
has recorded it, that he would 
commit suicide. But Franz von 
Papen, taking revenge on his own 
successor to the Chancellery, Gen. 
Von Schleicher, and counting that 
Hitler was no longer really dan- 
gerous, actually pulled him into 
the chancellorship through the in- 
strumentality of the senile Presi- 
dent Von Hindenburg. Defeat— 
and another miracle. 

The whole Nazi regime, previous 
to the outbreak of war, was 
marked by terrible crises, each 
one of which threatened defeat. 
In June, 1934, the break between 
the SA and the Reichswehr 


doom. There again, he allowed the 
situation to grow to terrible pro- 
portions, unable to make a de- 
cision. 

In the very last minute, he made 
a terrible one. Dr. Goebbels who, 
until#the last second, had believed 
(and not without evidence) that 
Hitler would oppose the Reichs- 
wehr and support the SA, almost 
lost his own head, and saved it 
only by accompanying Hitler to 
the Roehm execution. And now 
the Reichswehr— hitherto his 
strongest opponent in the Reich— 
saved him! 


Crisis Succeeds Crisis. 


In 1937-38, a combination of 
powerful industrialists, diplomats 
and Generals wrote memoranda to 
Hitler calling for the “normaliza- 
tion” of Germany, and warning 
against any external adventures. 
Again Hitler was in a very serious 
crisis. 

It took weeks until he decided 
to cut the Gordian knot. He 
postponed his usual anniversary 
speech from Jan. 30 to Feb. 4, and 
then, after dismissing Gen. Fritsch, 
commander of the German Army, 
and 30 other Generals, and radi- 
cally purging the diplomatic corps, 
he went full steam ahead with his 
external plans. 

A week later he summoned the 
Austrian Chancellor Schuschnigg 
to Berchtesgaden for a showdown 
with Austria, and from there on 
was a straight road to Munich, the 
high spot of his whole career. 
Again, a miracle. 


In 1918 Trance Again. 


Now, with the whole of Ger- 
many toppling upon the heads of 
the German people, with the Rus- 
sians before Berlin and the Amer- 
icans across the Rhine, with even 
Goebbels forecasting a “sudden 
and rash end of the war,” Hitler 
says, “Even if fate has now ap- 
parently turned against us, there 
can be no doubt that with reso- 
luteness, steadfastness and fanat- 
icism, these reverses will be over- 
come, as so often before.” 

Hitler’s proclamation registers 
nothing except his own manic-de- 
pressive psychosis—now again in 
the manic stage — and his faith 
in the repetition of a pattern. 
But the armies converging on 
him are not the Reichswehr; 
Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin 
are neither Von Papens nor Nev- 
ille Chamberlains. Different and 
non-German elements are in this 
picture; and the pattern is long 
since smashed. 

Goebbels has seen it. Hitler, 
again as in 1918, suffers a psy-

Already more than 100 UNRRA 
employes are working in Greece, 
and shipments of food are com- 
ing in. Greece is the first coun- 
try to issue an invitation to the 
United Nations organization, 
which, under its charter, can op- 


erate only on the request of a 
government desiring assistance. 


Expects Too Much. 


I talked with UNRRA officials 
here who expressed the fear that 
the American public has too broad 
a concept of what UNRRA’s func- 
tion is. They point out that they 
cannot provide the machines and 
equipment necessary to get the 
local system going again. Their 
job is primarily one of relief and 
rehabilitation on the level of basic 
needs. 

Roy Hendrickson of UNRRA, 
who signed the recent agreement, 
has just made a tour of the 
provinces, in the course of which 
he saw some small signs that 
trade was beginning again. Farm 
produce was being offered for sale 
in the markets of small towns at 
prices that were not too exorbi- 
tant. At least, they were not as 
bad as prices in Athens, where 
the fantastic inflation initiated by 
the Germans as part of a deliber- 
ate economic sabotage is far from 
being under control. 

Boys on the street offer you 10 
million drachmas for one cigar- 
ette. That is money printed under 
the Germans and now invalidated. 
It is, however, one of the confus- 
ing and disrupting heritages left 
behind by master saboteurs. 


Hatreds Flame in Athens. 


Other inheritances are perhaps 
less tangible, but no less trouble- 
some for the future. The hatred 
fanned by the German dictator- 
ship goes very deep. Extreme 
cruelty, with famine as one of the 
chief weapons, was practiced 
against the working classes. By 
contrast, many in the upper and 
middie classes did well under the 
Nazi rule, and not all of them 
have been removed from positions 
of authority, by any means. 

Then, in the ELAS uprising, 
many people of property lost their 
lives or suffered terribly. Host- 
ages who were not tortured and 
killed suffered fearful hardships. 
Therefore, quite understandably, 
the hatred of those on the polit- 


ical right is now directed at left- 
ists, who killed their relatives and 
friends. 


During my brief stay in Athens, 
I saw a riot in which a crowd of 
several hundred stripped the 
clothes off three young men and 
would have done greater violence 


‘if the civil police had not inter- 


fered. An English-speaking mem- 
ber of the crowd told an Ameri- 
can bystander that the three were 
Communists who had participated 
in the worst of the ELAS excesses 
in the city during the siege. 


British Resent Theorists. 


Among the British, who had the 
unpleasant ‘job of repressing the 
rebellion, there is deep resentment 
of the attitude expressed by im- 
portant sections of the press both 
in America and England, If I 
heard one officer talk, about 
“armchair theorists” thousands of 
miles away who didn’t know what 
they were talking about, I heard 
a dozen, 


They were especially resentful 
of the criticism by the British 
press. It was a highly disagree- 
able job, and one which they did 
as professional soldiers as quickly 
and as mercifully as _ possible. 
Once the shooting started—and 
from all evidence it was the civil 
police who first started firing on 
the unruly crowd—then the vio- 
lence spread. The troops had no 
choice but to try to put an end to 
what was rapidly developing into 
civil war. 


Don’t Overlook Complexity. 


Many of the officers and men 
had served in combat for more 
than four years. The attitude es- 
pecially resented by those who 
had this nasty duty shoved on 
them was the one of holier-than- 
thou which found expression in 
the press on both sides of the At- 
lantic. 


“Let that damned editor come 
over here and see if he can keep 
these people from killing each 
other off,” was the way one offi- 
cer put it to me. I think I can 
appreciate, even after a very brief 
stay in this troubled capita], how 
he felt. 

The blame is not to be put on 
any one group or on any one of 
the Allies. We must all try to 
know and understand the com- 
plexities of our world, and to 
speak not out of easy prejudice 
but out of knowledge and under- 
standing.

URGES CONGRESS AID 


| Engel 


FOR LOW-PAY GROUP 


Says Millions Will 
Turn to Isms Unless Given 
Better Living Standard. 


WASHINGTON, March 19 (AP). 
—Representative Engel (Rep.), 
Michigan, came up today with an- 
other of his gne-man investiga- 
tions to report: Millions of low- 


income American families “will 
turn to Socialism, Communism or 
some other ‘ism’,” unless some- 
thing is done soon to give them a 
decent wartime living standard. 

His recommendation: Better sal- 
aries and reduced income taxes to 
give them a purchasing power 
abreast of increased living costs. 

Engel is in the habit of digging 
deep—and alone—into the ills of 
the nation and reporting his con- 
clusions to Congress. Today he 
gave the House a 22-page report 
on what he learned about families 
who have gone through the war 
with little or no more income than 
they had five or six years ago. 

These people, he said, have been 
allowed 15 per cent wage increases 
under the Little Steel formula, but 
their income taxes have gone up 
12% per cent and living costs from 
30 to 48 per cent. The result: 

“Lowered living standards of 
that group far beloy 1939 stand- 
ards.” 

“This,” he said, “despite the fact 
that we are today enjoying the 
largest income payments and the 
greatest prosperity that any na- 
tion has enjoyed in the history of 
the world. 

“Unless these people are given 
some relief they will turn to So- 
cialism, Communism or some other 
‘ism’,” 

“It is no longer a question of 
the ‘forgotten man’,” he said. 
“Here we have an cntire ‘forgotten 
group’ numbering unsuspected mil- 
lions of persons” whose trouble 
comes largely from the fact that 
now it takes as much ag $1.48 to 
buy what a dollar would purchase 
in 1939. 

There are nearly 10 million fam- 
ilies with income from $1500 to 
$2000, but a $2000 income now is 
worth from $1200 to $1357 by the 
1939 living standard, Engel says. 

As one solution, he put in a bill 
to restore 1940 income tax exemp- 
tions for the low-income group. 
That would give a $2000 exemption 
to a head of a family and an $800 
exemption to an individual. Pres- 
ent exemptions are a flat $500 a 
person,

PROFITEERS IN ITALY 
CONDEMNED BY POPE 


‘Hands of New Cains Be- 
smirched With Blood,’ He 
Tells Rome Crowd. 


VATICAN CITY, March 19 (AP). 
—Pope Pius XII declared yesterday 
that the road from the armistice 
to peace is covered with shadows 
which may conceal dangers. He 
told a large congregation assem- 
bled in St. Peter’s square that “we 
must return to the spirit of broth- 
erhood, of real Christian brother- 
hood, and turn away from the doc- 
trines of race and blood.” The ad- 
dress was broadcast by the Vati- 
can radio as the conclusion of Len- 
ten missions held by all parishes 
in Rome. 

The Pope brought cheers from 
the crowd when he denounced 
Italians “who, in the terrible ca- 
lamity in which the human family 
finds itself, enrich themselves by 
raising prices without limit in or- 
der to procure profits that are 
scandalous.” He asserted “their 
hands are besmirched with the 
blood of thousands of unfortu- 
notes” and “this blood, like that of 
Abel, cries to heaven against the 
new Cains.” 

“It is an evil spirit which has 
produced the present conflagra- 
tion,” he said, “Many are suf- 
fering without homes but much 
suffering would be relieved if all 
men stood by God. 

“The organization of the peace 
must be based on justice. God 
alone can move the spirit of the 
men who think that they have the 
destiny of the world in their 
hands. That is why we should lift 
|our hands and eyes in penitence 
and humility to Him who alone 
can relieve us of this suffering 
and present destruction.” 3 

The Pope was suffering a light 
fever when he delivered his ad- 
dress, it was disclosed today. He 
now has recovered and granted 
his regular audiences today.

Orchestra Winds Up Season's 
Activities Under Direction 
of Morton Gould.

The St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra wound up its season’s activ- 
ities yesterday afternoon in Kiel 
Auditorium. with a special post- 
subscription contert under direc- 
tion of Morton Gould. A large 
audience, attracted by Gould’s 
widely advertised prowess as an 
arranger and composer, was ob- 
viously delighted with the bright 
orchestral effects, and lively 
rhythms that were in evidence 
during most of the performance. 
The entire program was cordially 
received. As often happens how- 
ever, the greatest enthusiasm was 
aroused by the encores which, in 
this case, were Gould’s arrange- 
ment of “The Surrey With the 
Fringe on Top” and his familiar 
“Pavanne.” , 

The newest and least familiar 
work on the set program was 
Gould’s “Latin American Sym- 
phonette.” This music follows the 
style of various South American 
dance forms but is treated in a 
manner that utilizes all the re 
sources of the orchestra. The 
tunes are effective but the appeal 
of the composition, as with most 
music of this type, depends on its 
treatment. The orchestration is 
very brilliant, and the use of the 
instruments shows complete mas- 
tery of all their possibilities. It 
is still cafe music but of a super 
de luxe variety. 

The “Billy the Kid” ballet suite 
by Aaron Copland is a much bet- 
ter example of how to translate 
folk material into larger and 
more significant forms. Though 
this suite was tied closely to the 
stage action, it can go it alone 
quite satisfactorily This was its 
third St. Louis performance and 
it still sounded strikingly fresh 
and atmospherically suggestive, 

Other numbers on the program 
were William Schymann’'s “Amer-

Social Problems 
By Emily Post 


O MANY letters have asked me to repeat a definition 1 
S gave the other day when I was on a program, and was 

asked whether anything could be said further than living 
up to the Golden Rule. 

My answer was “The Golden Rule PLUS understanding. 
It is not enough to do unto others what we ourselves would 
like—that would be quite easy. The hard part is to try to 
understand the point of view of those who don’t see at all 
as we do, or like what we like, in order to be able to show them 
the consideration that they would have us show.”

Usually 
one of the two godmothers of a girl, or the only godmother of 
a boy, holds the baby before and after the baptism, during 
which it is held by the clergyman. The mother, of course, 
may hold the baby before and after the baptism if she wants 
to and the godmother is willing (or even prefers) to renounce 
this prerogative.

Since 
my father has remarried recently, what name is correct? It 
has always been announced in the church calendar that the 
flowers on the altar were in loving memory of Mrs. John 
Jones.

Economical 
Menus for 
Tomorrow 
By Meta Given 


NE grand way to use up 
QO another jar of that generous 
store of canned tomatoes is 
to combine it with corn and make 
a substantial and flavorful chow- 
der for either a main luncheon 
dish or to start off a hearty din- 
ner. Corn and tomatoes seem to 
have an affinity for each other— 
in both flavor and color. If you 
do not want to add onion, then 
use a leek or several spears of 
chives, adding these very finely 
cut and just at the last, so there 
will be both colo: and flavor con- 
tributed. If you stick to the 
onion, then chopped parsley adds 
the final pretty touch, There are 
so many interesting crackers 
these days that will make this 
chowder still smarter. And have 
you ever tried slicing and toast- 
ing those little loaves of ice-box 
rye bread and serving them with 
soup? I’ve never seen them fail to 
go over big. 


Tomato and Corn Chowder 


Three ounces salt pork (cubed); 
one-half cup onion, sliced; one 

and one-half cups potatoes, peeled 
and cubed; two and one-half cups 
tomotoes (No. 2 can); one cup 
water, one teaspoon salt, pinch of 
sugar, pinch of basil, one cup corn, 

whole kernel, one tablespoon 
chopped green pepper. 

Brown the salt pork slowly in 

a large saucepan. Remove cubes. 
Bente onion in salt pork fat until 
transparent and lightly browned. 
Add potatoes, tomatoes, water, 
salt and sugar and cook until o- 
tatoes are tender. Add remaining 
ingredients and bring to boil. Sim- 
mer for a few minutes until corn 
is heated through and pepper is 
cooked. Four to six servings. 


Breakfast — Orange juice; hot 
cooked oatmeal; cinnamon toast. 


Luncheon — Tomato and corn 
chowder; shredded lettuce sand- 
wiches; rhubarb sauce. 


Dinner—Baked spare ribs; sauer- 
kraut; boiled potatoes; raw spin- 
ach salad; rye bread; fried apple 
rings; grapenuts pudding with 
lemon sauce. 


Grapenuts Pudding With Lemon 
Sauce. 


We need at least two servings 
each day of whole grain products 
or “enriched” bread or cereals re- 
stored as near as possible to whole 
grain value: This grapenuts pud- 
ding is deliciously different served 
with a golden lemon sauce. Scald 
two cups milk. Pour over three- 
fourths cup grapenuts; add three 
tablespoons margarine and let 
stand 15 minutes. Mix one-half 
cups sugar, one tablespoon flour, 
one téaspoon salt, one-fourth tea- 
spoon cinnamon and add to mix- 
ture; then one teaspoon vanilla 
and two beaten egg yolks and 
three beaten egg whites. Pour into 
a one-quart buttered casserole and 
bake at 325 degrees F. for 40 min- 
utes, Take out and serve warm 
with lemon sauce, which is made 
as follows: Measure one cup warm 
water into small saucepan. Add 
one egg yolk and beat well with 
rotary beater. Blend together one- 
half cup sugar, 
corn-starch and one-eighth tea- 
spoon salt and add to the egg mix- 
ture. Place over moderate heat 
and bring to a boil. Cook with 
constant stirring until of a clear 
consistency. Remove from heat, 
add one-fourth cup lemon juice, 
one-fourth teaspoon lemon rind 
and two tablespoons margarine. 
Stir well and serve over warm 
pudding.

Army Training of Youth

A MILITARY schoo] is intended 
to teach army work. The 
graduates are to be good sol- 
diers. In the armed service as in 
peace services, there are many 
kinds of work and the military 
school under the control of the 
Government trains men for every 
sort of work from the officers task 
to the last odd job. Of one thing 
we may be sure: The better the 
health, mind, spirit and education 
of the student the finer service he 
can render. Not even the Federal 
Government can make a high class 
man out of a low grade one. 


There is much discussion about 
military training of our youth in 
peace time. We are told that the 
Service taught their students more 
and in less time and more effec- 
tively than we did in the public 
and private schools. The fact is 
that students were taught special- 
ized bits of knowledge which were 
needed immediately, were to be ap- 
plied immediately to emergencies. 
Foreign language teaching was 
one subject much magnified. Boys 
learned to talk almost over night 
a language they had never known. 


x * * 


THE FACT that must be meas- 
ured here and its values weighed 
hinges on what you mean by learn- 
ing a foreign language. To the 
peacetime teachers it means teach- 
ing a student to read, write, talk 
and THINK in that language and 
there is no teacher on earth, in the 
armed services or out who can do 


that in one year, much less a few 
weeks. 

Now what is it we expect from 
the military school under govern- 
ment? ‘They will never, they 
cannot, take the place of good 
schools as they are known in 
peacetime. 

They cannot teach specialized 
knowledge in the real meaning of 
teaching and learning in the brief 
time allotted to them. They c&n- 
not as some _ troubled parents 
fondly hope, take a spoiled child, 
or a defective one, and turn him 
out an efficient, whole-souled man.

WHAT THE school gets it will 
return somewhat modiifed. That 
modification is of extreme impor- 
tance to the individual student 
and to the community at large. 
What will the Government-con- 
trolled military schools give to the 
students that the peacetime 
schools and colleges cannot give? 

At what cost in mental atti- 
tudes, character, aims, to the stu- 
dent and to the community? At 
what cost of feeling and attitude 
and practice to the nation? 

Let’s hope that before this im- 
portant matter is settled that the 
foremost educators of youth in- 
cluding Dr. Butler and  (ODr, 
Hutchinson, be heard and listened 
to respectfully. Experience must 
count here and the peacetime lead- 
ers of youth should sit in with 
the Armed Forces’ leaders. The 
rest of us are anxivusly listening

EN HECHT tells the stofy 
about how he and Maxwell 


B Bodenheim, the novelist, went 
in for a bout of amateur theatri- 
cals when they were lads in Chi- 
cago. Hecht wrote a one-act play 
which called for Bodenheim’s 
death in an early scene. 

To save the cost of a police- 
man’s uniform it was arranged 
that Bodenheim was to die at the 
edge of the stage with only his 
feet showing when he fell. Hecht 
was to drag him off while one of 
the other actors indicated to the 
audience that the police had come 
for the body. 

Rehearsals went splendidly, but 
on the opening night, Bodenheim 
succumbed to the lure of the foot- 
lights. After staggering about the 
scene for a full minute, he col- 
lapsed in the exact center of the 
stagé. Hecht had to rush to the 
corner and give the cop on the 
beat a dollar to come in and haul 
him off. 

Hecht and Bodenheim once 
were offered $50 each to stage a 
literary debate in Milwaukee on 
any subject. They collected in ad- 
vance and strode onto the plat- 
form, “The subject of this debate,” 


Bodenheim announced, “is, ‘Re- 
solved: that any person who pays 
good American cash to hear a lit- 
erary debate is a blithering idiot.’ 
I will uphold the affirmative, Mr. 
Hecht the negative.” “I concede,” 
cried Hecht. The two fled before 
the outraged audience could get 
to its feet. 


Hot Stuffed Tomatoes 

Four large tomatoes, two table 
spoons butter or margarine, two 
tablespoons flour, one and a half 
cups milk, dash of pepper, one- 
half cup grated cheese (optional), 
one-fourth pound shredded beef, 
one-half cup buttered crumbs.

Hy ABSO LIFTS OUT DIRT 


Another Gardening Season in Offing 


p Turn Thoughts to Outdoor Work Just Ahead 


Occasional Warm Days Hel 


NOTHER gardening season is 
A in the offing. Some St. Louis- 

ans are planning to experi- 
ment in so-called “trash farm- 
ing.” “Don’t turn over the soil,” 
is their advice. They suggest you 
just work the surface and keep 
it covered with any sort of mulch- 
ing material like leaf mould, com- 
post or well-rotted manure. But 
weighing the opinions of agricul- 
tural experts and soil scientists, 
it seems to me that “trash farm- 
ing” and “no plowing” won't fit 
the soil picture here. Clay tends 
to be poorly aerated and needs to 
have its water-holding capacity 
and nutrients increased from 
down there where the plant roots 
live, right up to the surface. 

Another type of gardening, in 
which “organic” rather than 
“chemical” fertilizer is added to 
the soil, will help turn your gar- 
den plot into a food mine if the 
idea is not carried to the extreme. 

Going to extremes offers all 
the excitement of something new 
but our job of growing the best 
and the most vegetables we pos- 
sibly can is a serious, patriotic 
duty as well as a hobby this year. 
So let’s take a practical down-to- 
earth view on this soil-improving 
question, 

It’s a real problem for city farm- 
ers to build up the organic con- 
tent as well as the nutrients for a 
balanced soil program. I am list- 
ing several of the “organic” pos- 
sibilities with the hope that you 
will be able to add an inch or 
two of any of these materials or 
a combination of them, to the sur- 
face of your plot, to go “down 
under” with the spading. ‘ 

x - & ® 

Peat moss is quite expensive and 
scarce but is so compressed that 
a bale of it goes a long way. 
Other “organics” for humus are 
decayed or rotted leaves, called 
“leaf-mold” in the gardener's dic- 
tionary; saw-dust, preferably well- 
rotted, but in any case add a good 
handful of crushed limestone or a 
sparse handful of hydrated lime 
to each bushel basket or wheel- 
barrow-full; compost, which is the 
gaMiener’s word for crop residues, 
leaves, lawn clippings, table left- 
overs, garbage free from grease or 
fat, etc. Coal ashes are not usually 
listed with the “organics” but aft- 
er all, they once lived as trees and 
I cannot understand why, even 
after burning, they would not con- 
tain some of the valuable minerals 
as well as have a “fluffing”’ qual- 
ity. We have used them for years 
and our experience’ certainly 
seems to prove my point. 

Manures need a paragraph all to 
themselves in the organic list. 
They are both humus and fertil- 
izer as well as a soil tonic. But 
the faddists are likely to forget 
that all manures are “unbalanced”

as fertilizers for crops. They are 
comparatively high in _ nitrates, 
low in phosphates and very low 
in potash. Make it a “must” to 
add 50 pounds of 20 per cent 
superphosphate to each ton of ma- 
nure you add to your garden plot. 
Horse, cow, sheep and goat ma- 
nure all come under the same pre- 
scription. Poultry manure is a 
different story. It might best be 
listed as a fertilizer for its high 
nitrate and phosphate analysis 
and quick availability. It is an 
ideal fertilizer for the compost 
heap that I hope you will be start- 
ing now so it will be well decayed 
for use as mulching in midsum- 
mer. 

Now for the fertilizers. And re- 
member, we are in the “red” when 
it comes to the nutrients in the 
soil. All the good vegetables we 
harvested last season had excel- 
lent appetites for the calcium, 
nitrates, phosphates—the whole 
list of nutrients ia tne soil—that 
made them such healthful food 
for us. Also remember that the 
wind and the weather leach the 
nutrients from the surface of bare 


soil. That is one of the few 
strong arguments in favor of the 
“trash-farming” gardeners as well 
as why I have had sad moments 
during the winter in seeing s80 
many of last season’s good gar- 
dens bare of an over-winter cov- 
ering. 

Wartime scarcities make the 
fertilizer story quite short though 
there is no lack of Victory garden 
fertilizer. Again this year the 
Government has specified the for- 
mula making for a well balanced 
plant food for our vegetable crops. 
Fifty pounds of V-Garden Fertil- 
izer are a season’s rations for a 
garden of 1000 square feet, or 
about 35x30 feet. If you are lucky 
enough to get a ton—or a load—of 
manure, add the superphosphate 
and use the Victory garden fertil- 
izer only for side dressings during 
the season. In that case, 25 
pounds should be plenty. 

Lime takes up more and more 
pages in the agricultural text- 
books year by year, as the experts 
discover more about its effects on 
soil. It encourages “granulation,” 
or, in other words, makes soil 


more loose and fluffy, adds cal- 
cium and magnesium, stimulates 
the helpful soil micro-organisms, 
and neutralizes that “acid indi- 
gestion,” which is a common ill- 
ness of our clay soils. 

Crushed or agricultural lime- 
stone is, I think, preferable, here 
in the clay belt. For 1000 square 
feet of garden, 50 to 75 pounds 
should be plenty. If you use hy- 
drated lime, figure on a little 
more than half as much, say 35 
to 40 pounds, 

Though the experts argue re- 
garding the best way to use fer- 
tilizers, statistics seem to weigh 
most heavily in favor of getting 
the fertilizer down under where 
the roots search for food. My sug- 
gestion is to have the fertilizer, 
the mulching and organic mate- 
rials and the lime on the surface 
and then turn the stuff as deeply 
down under as you can. When the 
soil is right use every spare min- 
ute you can now for the spading 
for it is all to the good to leave 
a week to 10 days between spad- 
ing and planting time.

Playing 
at two hearts against West's nat- 
ural club lead and East’s club con- 
tinuation, South made no fewer 
than four overtricks, getting rid 
of dummy’s low spades on his own 
diamond suit. 

It goes without saying that six 
hearts would not have been a 
contract inasmuch as it depended 
on an excellent position of cards, 
Be that as it may, a slam con- 
tract, optimistic as it would be, 
would still be better than the two 
heart contract which was actually 
reached! 

Since North had opened third 
hand with the most meager val- 
ues, he could not be criticized for 
passing the two heart takeout. 
The only culprit was South who, 
having passed originally, should 
have paid more respect to his own 
good hand’ by jumping from one 
spade to three hearts. 

North undoubtedly would have 
gone to game if he had been given 
a jump takeout, since he could 
count on a good “fit.”

Four cups sliced raw potatoes 
(two or three large potatoes), one 
and three-fourths cups milk, one 
and a fourth teaspoons salt, two 
leeks, sliced thin (about one and 
a half cups); one-fourth cup dry 
bread crumbs, two tablespoons 
margarine, melted.
